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NEW  MEXICO  TRUCK  TIRE  QUOTA  CUT  DRASTICALLY 

New  Mexico's  August  quota  for  truck  tires  (8:25  x  20  and  larger)  has  been  cut 
to  230,  less  than  half  the  July  quota  for  the  state,  according  to  H.  L.  Galles, 
rationing  executive  of  the  District  Office  of  Price  Administration. 

Increased  military  demands  and  a  shortage  of  skilled  manpower  are  responsible 
for  the  cut,  Mt>  Galles  said. 

WFA  ACTS  TO  INCREASE  PROTEIN  PELLET  SUPPLY 

More  protein  pellets  should  result  from  a  WFA  action  which  provides  what 
amounts  to  a  bonus  of  protein  meal  to  mixed  feed  manufacturers  who  produce  pellets 
during  the  July-September  quarter.    Protein  meals  used  in  the  manufacture  of  cubes 
and  pellets  containing  not  less  than  30  per  cent  protein  will  not  be  charged  against 
the  manufacturer's  maximum  total  for  the  year,  provided  that  he  produces  more  pel- 
lets than  he  did  during  1942  and  1943. 

1945  A CP  PROGRAM  IS  BEING  PREPARED 

While  farmers  carry  out  conservation  practices  under  the  1944  Agricultural 
Conservation  Program,  the  1945  program  is  being  prepared  for  early  announcement. 
The  new  program  has  come  up  from  the  grass  roots  through  recommendations  to  the 
state  AAA  Committees  by  the  elected  community  and  county  farmer-committeemen  of 
the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Agency.    It  is  almost  ready  to  return  through  the  same 
channels  for  final  adaptation  to  local  conditions. 

Congress  has  authorized  the  AAA  to  plan  a  1945  program  for  which  total  expen- 
ditures will  not  exceed  $300,000,000 — approximately  the  same  as  the  1944  program. 

Practices  which  will  increase  food  production  will  be  emphasized.

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Special  price  increases  are  allowed  on  turkeys  from  July  through  October  to 
encourage  early  marketing  of  birds  needed  by  the  Army.
